An article appearing in the daily papers quite recently told of a pro- 
fessor at Harvard University who had compiled a “table of wars,” showing 
that there have been no fewer than 902 major wars since the year 500 
B.C., and drawing attention to the fact that the World War, 1914-1918, 
was eight times “greater” than all the other major wars since 500 B.C. 
rolled into one.- Stated another way this means that the four years of war, 
1914-1918, wags eight times greater than all the major wars combined in 
the preceding’ 2,400 years of the world’s history. 

If this calculation is even approximately correct it should help us to 
more fully appreciate the truth and force of the statement so frequently 
made that the financial and economic difficulties of the nations today had 
their origin in the World War, and that our troubles are not the result 
of the breakdown of the existing system because of the unsoundness or 
inherent weakness of that system, but that the cause is to be found in the 
destruction of 1914-1918 and in the new conditions and circumstances re- 
sulting from that colossal struggle. , 

To the World War, and the need and emergencies of that terrible con- 
test, can be directly traced the speeding up of invention, the improvement 
of machines, and the urge to mass production, to which some peopte attri- 
bute much of: the existing unemployment,—men replaced by machines. To 
the World War, also, can be directly traced the bringing of tens of millions 
of acres into production of various foods and other products then in great 
demand, and to the uneconomic and more or less artificial production of 
certain products in countries which prior to the war did not attempt to 
raise these things but imported them from other’countries where their pro- 
duction was & natural process, 

The World War, too,.is directly responsible for the development of 
that spirit of narrow nationalism which has infected all nations, a narrow 
nationalism political in character but which hag been developed along eco- 
nomic lines in order to promote and strengthen political nationalism, It is 
not necessarily the system under which the economical life of the. world 
grew so amazingly and prospered so greatly in the last half of the 19th 
and first decade of the 20th centuries that is at fault; rather, it has broken 
down because of an outside force, the World War, which prevented that 
economic system from functioning for the welfare of mankind, and threw 
it completely out of gear. : 

That is to say, no matter what system had prevailed in 1914-1918 it 
could not have withstood the impact and upheaval of the World War and 
continued to function. Had any of the various new systems now being ad- 
vocated for adoption to supersede the system which came down from the 
last century been the prevailing system in 1914 it, too, would have been 
shattered and the present outcry would be raised against it. 

It is the World War that has changed everything, and that change must 
be met. It cannot be met in a single year, nor by the adoption of any one 
new system, whether it be political, economic, or social. The needed 


changes cannot be best and most quickly brought about by destroying exist- |- 


ing foundations which inevitably would mean great loss and suffering, and 
more, particularly so to those who even now are the chief victims of the 
depression, Rather there must be a multiplicity of changes, some small 
and seemingly insignificant, others large and outstanding, but all inter- 
locked and having a bearing on each other and upon the whole. 

The nations of the world now recognize the failure of narrow national- 
ism, both political and economic. They are all suffering from it, but they 
have not yet agreed upon e formula for its removal. Recognizing the dis- 


ease, they are not yet prepared to apply a universal cure. Consequently, | ° 
-we find the nations as separate units devoting their energies to a solution 


of their own problems and difficulties regardless of the effect which their 
actions and policies may have upon other nations. On the face of it, this 
is but a continuance of ‘extreme narrow nationalism, but the almost certain 
outcome must be e@ still more acute realization that the nations ‘cannot 


‘lve unto themselves alone but must come together, and work together 


for their mutual advantage if they are not all to crash together, 
: Narrow nationalism, born of war, can only end in war. And the next 
World War,-—if it comes,—will far exceed in its magnitude and disastrous

The paper prospered and the firm 
branched out to include a well equip- 
ped booksellers’ and stationers’ es- 
tablishment. The partnership with 
Gilmore, who had been a fellow ap- 
prentice in Philadelphia, continued 
until his death in 1722. 

Brown's qualities as a citizen and 
a craftsman won him the highest 
praise. At the siege of Quebec he 
was to the fore in all the fighting, 
shouldering his musket on the walls 
of ‘the city. He died on March 27, 
1789,a bachelor, 

After an honored career of 111 
years the old Gazette was merged in- 
to the Quebec Morning Chronicle and 
its founder hag gone forgotten, till 
lately a resident of Quebec city came 
across an item in an old edition of 
the paper which gave the full story 
of the “Caxton of Canada,’ A move- 
_ment is now under way to raise funds 
to institute an archaeological and bib- 
liographical exhibition by the Quebec 
Literary and Historical Society of 
Laval University, thus bringing be- 
lated recognition to this great pion- 
eer.

STRONG POSITION MAINTAINED 


Sir Herbert Holt, President, Takes Strong View ‘That 
Canada Is Now Definitely on the Upgrade. 


Morris W. Wilson, Vice-President and General Manager, . 
Reviews Strong Statement. 


The annual meeting of the share- 
holders of the Royal Bank of Canada 


marked the close of a most success-’ 


ful year. 

Sir Herbert Holt, President, in his 
address strick ah optimistic note 
when he stated that he considered 
that Canada was now definitely on 
the upgrade. Its progress, however, 
was being retarded by too heavy tax- 
ation and the cost of maintaining so 
many Gotérnments in the country 
was rapidly becoming unbearable. 

Morris W. Wilson, Vice-President 
dnd General Manager, in his address 
reviewed the outstanding features of 
the strong statement of the Bank. 
The feature of paramount importance 
in connection with the possible forma- 
tion of a Central Bank, added Mr. 
Wilson, would be the quality of its 
management. 


President's Address 

Sir Herbert 8. Holt, President, in 
moving the adoption of the Directors’ 
Report, said in part: 

The 64th Annual Report and Bal- 
ance Sheet submitted to you to-day 
disclose the strong pogition of the 
bank. While Balance Sheet figures 
are somewhat smaller than those of 
a@ year ago, this reflects a falling off 
in international deposits rather than 
contraction of Canadian business. In 
fact, a notable feature is an increase 
in Canadian Demand and Savings de- 
posits during the Year. The liquid 
position is eminently satisfactory. As 
you would expect, the restricted de- 
mand for commercial loans, and the 
resultant increase in our holdings of 
less remunerative assets in the form 
of Dominion and Provincial Govern- 
ment securities, has combined with 
other factors to reduce profits. In 
April last, the dividend was reduced 
from 10 per cent, to 8 per cent., and 
the last three quarterly dividends 
have been pa‘d at that rate, The im- 
provement which has taken place in 
business during the last six months, 
has already had a beneficial effect on 
earnings. 


Referring to the situation in Can-| f 


ada, the President said: “I am glad 
to say that since we last met there 
has been a distinct improvement in 
Canadian business. I have had the 
opportunity of seeing this country 
recover from depressions on various 
occasions during the last fifty years 
and the present movement appears to 
be taking place along the accustomed 
lines. As soon as world trade com- 
mences to revive there is an im- 
proved demand for dian raw ma- 
terials. Canadian exports increase 
substantially, surplus inventories dis- 
appear and greater activity in the 
principal’ exporting industries pro- 
vides additional employment with a 
consequent improvement in purchas- 
ing power and domestic trade. This 
has been the sequence of events in 
Canada during the last six months.” 


The Railway Situation. 

Dealing with the situation of the 
Government railways, Sir Herbert ex- 
pressed the opinion that the time for, 
half measures had passed and that 
bold and courageous action was re- 
quired. He felt that the views «x- 
pressed at the last Annual Meeting 
that enforced co-operation between 
the two railway systems would not 
be a satisfactory remedy had been 
confirmed by the experience of the 
past year and is still of the opinion 
that the maximum of economy can 
only be obtained by some form of 
administrative amalgamation. 

The President made a strong de- 
mand for a reduction of Government- 
al debts and pointed out that the cost 
of maintaining too numerous govern- 
ments, Federal, Provincial and Muni- 
cipal, was becoming unbearable. He 
said: “Greater activity in business 
will reduce unemployment, produce 
increased revenues, and a reduction 
in disbursements for public relief, 
Advantage should be taken of these 
developments to reduce debts rather 
than increase expenditures,’ 


Conditions In Other Countries. 

In referring to conditions in other 
countries he expressed the view that 
the low point in the depression for 
most of the world was reached in the 
latter part of 1932, and since that 
time there has been a general in- 
crease in international trade. Refer- 
ence to the United States was made 
ag follows:——‘‘While business in the 


United States commenced to improve 


about the middle of 1982 it later suf- 
fered a relapse due to their banking 
difficulties and the hesitation and un- 
certainty which precede a change of 
administration. Since last March 
quite material progress has been

made. It is difficult to analyze the 
effects of their policies and impossible 

prophesy the outcome. Their cen- 
tral idea that an inctease in the 
price level must be obtained is sound 
common sense and is now quite gen- 
erally accepted as sugh ’ throughout 
the world. At our Annual Meetings 
of the last three years we have em- 
phasized and te-emphasized the nec- 
essity for a higher price level. I see 
no reason why it cannot be achieved 
in due course.” 

In closing Sir Herbert Holt said: 
“At our last Annual Meeting I ex- 
pressed the feeling that indications 
pointed to the initiation of a substan- 
tial recovery in 1933. This year it Is 
possible to go one step farther and to 
venture the opinion that we are now 
definitely on the up-grade. If we 
deal intelligently with the main prob- 
lems that confront us we can expect 
within measurable time a return of 
general prosperity.” 

General Manager's Address. 

Mr. M. W. Wilson, Vice-President 
and General Manager, in referring to 
the position of the bank pointed out 
that Liquid assets totalled $362,471,- 
000, and were equal to 55.76% of 
public liabilities, compared with 
52.86% of the previous year. A not- 
able feature is that 24.26% of such 
liabilities is represented by cash and 
cash balances aggregating $157,699,- 
000. He mentioned the further inter- 
esting fact that in Canada current 
deposits increased about $17,000,000 
during the year and savings deposits 
were higher by $2,000,000. 

In discussing the proposed central 
bank he recalled the hope which he 
expressed at the last Annual Meeting 
that the Government would see fit to 
have the project examined by a body 
of experts and said: “The Royal 
‘Commission on Banking and Currency 
which was constituted last summer 
could not have been better chosen. 
Under the Chairmanship of 
Macmillan their sittings in all 
of the country were notable for 
with which all possible evi- 
dence was received and for the pa- 
tience and tact displayed in dealin: 
with the material submitted. While 
I do not agree with the Report in its 
entirety I believe that a properly con- 
stituted Central Bank can be develop- 
ed as a useful adjunct to our bank- 
ing system.” ‘ 

‘ Note Issue. 


Mr. Wilson expressed the strong 
opinion that the recommendations in 
the Report with to the grad- 
ual withdrawal of the note-issuing 
privileges of the Chartered Banks 
did not appear to be in the public 
interest. Retention of these privileges 
would not hamper the Central Bank 
in its efforts to control credit. [n 
this connection he quoted an editorial 
which appeared in the London Econ- 
omist to the effect that the Central 
Bank would not be in the least weak- 
ened by allowing the Chartered 
Banks to retain their present issues 
under the present restrictions. Mr. 
‘Wilson went on to say: “I think, 
therefore, that we should view the 
elimination of bank note issues not as 
a step which must inevitably accom- 
pany the creation of a central bank 
but as a separate matter entirely. 
The real question is whether the Gov- 
ernment desire to have banking ser- 
vice maintained at many small points 
throughout the country or to appro- 
priate the revenue of_note issues for 
themselves. I believe\'that the gain 
to the Government would not offset 
the loss to the public through cur- 
tailment of banking facilities. Un- 
questionably there are many places 
which could no longer support a 
branch bank if note issuing privile; 
were to be withdrawn. The operation 
of a number of small branches at a 
bare margin of profit is characteristic 
of banking in this country. We have 
@ system which in many of its aspects 
is native to the Dominion and prud- 
ence should prompt us. to be very 
cautious in advocating fundamental 
changes.” 

In, conclusion Mf, Wilson said: “At 
our last Annual Meeting I ventured 
to suggest that the prospect of fur- 
ther improvement in the coming year 
was very much more hopeful than it 
was the previous year. That predic- 
tion has been borne out by subsequent 
developments. For the first time in 
years an attitude of quiet but confi- 
dent optimism is in evidence almost 
everywhere, Many problems still have 
to be solved but I have full confidence 
in the ability of Canada to share in 
the continued improvement in eco- 
nomic conditions which I believe lies 
ahead of us.”

BRIEFLY TOLD 


The Flin Flon board of trade is 
backing The Pas and Cranberry 
Portage in their renewed fight for a 
highway outlet to the prairies. 

Madame Helena, wife of the noted 
pianist, Ignace Jan Paderewski, died 
Jan. 16, at their villa in Morges, 
Switzerland.

Marvels of the Human Eye 


By F. M. CROWE, Optometrist-Optician, Calgary 


NO, 6—ASTIGMATISM 


We now come to a very common 
defect of the eye, one little under- 
stood by the public many of whom 
consider it a visible inflammatory con- 
dition or disease or that it is a 
temporary ailment, which is not so. 

The simplest explanation of Astig- 
matism would be to describe it as 
an eyeball in which one or both re- 
fractive surfaces (Lens and Cornea) | 
are not symmetrically curved. Try | 
and visualize a perfectly round ball: 
of glass from which you cut a slice. 
Now the Cornea of the eye should be 
as equally curved in all meridians as 
that slice of glass and when it is not, | 
the condition is known as Astigma- | 
tim. It is. usually congenital but 
may be acquired by a blow or result 
from a scar after an ulcer has healed. 
It is also considered probable that 
many cases of Astigmatism have re-' 
sulted from undue pressure on the 
eyeball in infancy by the parent 
washing the child's eyes, also by the 
children rubbing their eyes. in the 
horizontal direction in their “crying” | 
years as it is ysually in the hori- | 
zontal direction that Astigmatism | 
exists. An unsymmetrical (not uni-| 
formly curved) Lens is usually due) 
to the muscles forcing it to assume) 
a shape Which will, as near as pos-| 
sible, offset or neutralize the mal-| 
formed Cornea, in the interests of | 
good vision. 

We have seen that- rays of light | 
from any object, to be seen clearly | 
and comfortably, must focus on the 
Retina and to do. so must pass 
through symmetrically curved sur- 
faces -which you see is impossible | 
where Astigmatism exists because 
the focus is a blurred line instead of 
a sharp point. The poor vision which 
would result from Astigmatism of | 
moderate amount is often overcome 
by the above action of the Lens, The | 
third motor nerve sends power to the 
Ciliary muscle (which controls the 
action of the Lens) and the Lens is, 
forced into an unnatural shape in 
the effort to obtain a clear brain 
image. But imagine, if you can, the | 
excessive amount of nerve energy 
used up by such eyes for say sixteen 
hours daily year after year. Is it 
any wonder such people eventually 
break down under the strain.

New British Machine Has Ratio Of 
Climb That Is Impressive 

Defense of London, Eng. aga’nst 
aerial attack will be the primary 
duty in war emergency of the new 
“day and night’? single-seater fight- 
ing acroplanes ordered by the Air 
Ministry. They w:ll patrol the ek:es, 
each flight in its allotted sector and 
flying at predetermined he‘ghts, on 
the lookout for enemy raiding ‘planes. 
Considerable endurance on one fuel 
load, rapid climb. to operational 
height and great spetd high above 
the earth are essential. 

The new aeroplane, which has 
been ordered as a first step in num- 
bers sufficient to replace old. equip- 
ment of one squadron of the Home 
Defense Forcée, is expected to meet 
the demands of exacting work possi- 
bly required of it in case of future 
conflict. ny 

Its speed of 217 miles an hour, 
reached at a height of 16,500 feet 
above sea level, makes it the fastest 
radial-engined military aeroplane yet 
order-d for any air force. Though it 
carries a big fuel load and mucha 
equipment, its ratio of climb is im- 
pressive. From sea level to 20,000 
fect up occupies the “Gauntlet” less 
than twelve minutes. Its service 
“ceiling’—the height at which the 
rate of climb has decreased to 100 
feet a minute—is no less than 35,000 
feet, or 4,000 higher than the summit 
of Mount Everest. 

In addition to eighty-one gallons 
of fuel and six gallons of oil, the 
“Gauntlet” carries two Vickers guns 
and 1,200 pounds of ammunition, com- 
plete night flying gear, radio receiv- 
ing and sending apparatus, and oxy- 
gen-breathing cquipment. Provision 
is mad¢ for the carriage of four 
twenty-pound bombs, - held in Il ght 
racks below the bottom plane. 


Exports Of Foodstuffs 


Big -Increase Shown In 1933 Over 
Previous Year 

Exports of bacon and hams f.om 
Canada ‘in 1933 were doubled in value 
compared with those in 1932. Live 
cattle exports also show more than a 
100 per cent. increase compared w.th 
the previous year, while the exports 
of eggs increas:d 700 per cent, The 
final figures for the export shipments 
of bacon and hams will, it is estimat- 
ed, total about 75,000,000 pounds, of 
which approx-mat:ly 70,000,000 
pounds went to the British Isles. 

More than 52,850 live cattle went 
from Canada to the British Isles in 
1933. About 8,500 head went to other 
gountries, or a total of over 61,000 
head. In 1932 16,925 head went to Bri- 
tain and 11,896 to other countries, or 
28,831 altogether. : 

The 1933 egg exports totaled 
about 2,000,000 dozen. In 1982 the to- 
tal was only 272,000 dozen. On the 
other hand practically no eggs wer2 
imported. : i 

Canada shipped over 1,000,000 
pounds of dressed poultry, mostly 
turkeys, to the British market for the 
Christmas trade.

Octopus Taken Commercially Off The 
The Pacific Coast 

Recent newspaper despatches tell- 
ing of the chance capture of a big 
octopus in Newfoundland waters, 
after a fast and furious battle, must 
have had some special interest for 
British Columbia fishermen, — since 
octopus, or octopi if you prefer, are 
taken commercially off the Pacific 
coast. The catch is never large-- 
only 31,000 pounds in 1931, for ex- 
ample—and octopus capture is inci- 
dental to other fishing operations. 
All of the catch is marketed in tho 
fresh form, with Oriental residents 
of British Columbia the buyers, 

It may be, naturally enough, *hat 
most Canadian do not know very 
much about the octopus of the Pacific 
coast and there’s another fish found 
in the Dominion with which they 
may not be familiar. This latter 
chap is the fish called ‘‘Inconnu,” or, 
translated, ‘‘Unknown,” a name be- 
|lieved to have been given it by 
French voyageurs of the old days on 
first penetrating to the “far north- 
west. Known scientifically ag Steno- 
dus mackenzii, the inconnu occurs 
in tae Mackenzie, Slave, and Yukon 
rivers, Great Slave Lake, and ctber 
northwestern waters. Indeed...it not 
only occurs but it occurs in some 
places in such abundance that a serg- 
eant of the old Royal North-West 
Mounted Police reported some years 
ago that there were so many of the 
fish in Buffalo River that he “was 
nearly able to walk across the river 
on their backs,” Possibly the waik- 
ing was made easier, by the way, 
through the fact that the inconnu is 
a sluggish fish. 

Inconnu are silvery fish, with small 
eyes and feeble terta, but vision and 
teeth are sufficiently good to énable 
them to get food enough to make 
them big. Sometimes they reach a 
weight of fifty pounds or more, Their 
fiesh is white but very rich and oily. 
The fish are not marketed com- 
mercially but they are valuable as 
food for the dog-teams. Dricd and 
smoked they are also used by the In- 
dians. Two methods of catching 
them are employed—using gill nets 
and using hook and line. A f¥port 
of a few years ago also stated that 
“the Eskimo at the mouth of the 
Mackenzie River catch them through 
the ice by means of a hook and line 
baited with a thin strip of bone or 
ivory.”

Decided Increase In Volume Of Ex- 
port Of Commodities 

Ocean-bound shipping from the 
ports of Saint John, New Brunswick; 
Halifax, Nova Scotia; Quebec and 
Montreal on the River St. Lawrence, 
and Vancouver, British Columbia, was 
fractionally greater in 1933 compared 
with 1932, despite a reduction of 48,- 
450,000 bushels in the quantity of 
grain shipments which constitute 
Canada’s bulk of exports: The ton- 
nage of vessels cleared-from Cana- 
dian ocean ports during the first 11 
months of 1933 wag 36,000 tons more 
than in,the corresponding period of 
1932. 

These figures reflect the decided 
increase ‘in the volume of exports ‘of 
commodities other than grains which 
for the 11 months under review show- 
ed an increase of $41,693,935 over the 
previous year. The ports of Montreal 
and Quebec during the navigation 
season saw an increase of 783/742 
tons in the tonnage of vessels cleared. 
The ports of Saint John, Halifax, and 
Vancouver recorded slight reductions 
in clearances. 

Considerable increases in the quan- 
tity of shipping in Canadian inland 
waters wag also reported for 1933. 
The tonnage of vessels passing 
passing through the new Welland 
Ship Canal alone totalled over 8,390,- 
000 tons, an increase of approximate- 
ly 300,000 tons over 1932, The quan- 
tity of freight carried by these vessels 
amounted to over nine million tons, 
an increase of more than 673,000 tons.

Latest Noxious Weed 


Ways Sought To Prevent Distribution 
Of Hoary Peppergrass 

The Dominion Seed Branch an- 
nounce the latest noxious weed seed 
to appear in Canada, namely, the 
hoary peppergrass, and in co-opera- 
tion with provincial Departments of 
Agriculture is pursuing investigations 
as to its source and the prevention 
of it attaining widespread distribu- 
tion. The seed of this peppergrass 
was discovered last winter by the 
Dominion Seed Branch Laboratory 
at Toronto in one or two samples of 
Ontario-grown clover seed. It is not. 
new to North America, ag it is dis- 
tributed from coast to coast in the 
United States. It ig also prevalent 
in New Zealand. The plant is peren- 
nial with cord-like root stalks which 
make it very difficult to eradicate. 
Casual observers might confuse it 
with field peppergrass which is fairly 
common in some of the clover grow- 


ding areas in Western Ontario, but 


peppergrass ig biennial and therefore 
much less objectionable. The seeds 
of the two are much alike.

Trial Shipments Produced Greater 
Yield Than Local Seed 

Two years ago a trial shipment 
of Canadian séed-potatoes made to 
the Island of Cyprus in the Mediter- 
ranean through the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture of Ottawa. 
The seed, shipped from Charlotte- 
town, P.E.I., consisted of three varie- 
ties, namely Green Mountain, Bliss 
Triumph, and Irish Cobbler. The 
yields obtained were considerably 
greater than .those from local seed. 
The best results were obtained with 
Green Mountain, and the Cyprus 
farmers were impressed with the reg- 
ular germination and growth of the 
Canadian potatoes.
